"Tour-lsts" Return 
From Californio 

Forty-five tired but better in¬ 
formed Albertans returned to their 
homes on March 24, having com¬ 
pleted a tour of the vegetable¬ 
growing areas of California. Spon¬ 
sored by Chambers of Commerce, 
grower organizations, co-ops and 
agri-businesses, the tour provided 
an opportunity for first hand 
study of planting, growing, grad¬ 
ing, packaging and marketing me¬ 
thods in the “Sunshine State”. 

One of the first facts made evi¬ 
dent to the visitors was that Cali¬ 
fornia growers have been able to 
discover ways and methods of 
solving their many problems. Al¬ 
though they are envied by those 
in other climes, their 12-month 
growing season and two or three 
crop yield means a 12-month work 
plan. 

One example whereby many 
growers have met vigorous com¬ 
petition is worthy of mention. 

They devised a system for grow¬ 
ing vegetables on raised beds of 
various shapes and sizes, with fur¬ 
row irrigation between the beds. 

Sloping of the beds, as well as 
“brushing” on the north side of 
each row, gave them 3 to 7 days 
earlier harvest and a higher mark¬ 
et price. Another problem, that of 
alkali and salinity, has been solv¬ 
ed by repeated flooding of the 
land. 

Labor too has been of major 
concern in California as in South¬ 
ern Alberta, but the Mexican Na¬ 
tional has filled this void. A mini¬ 
mum wage of $1.00 an hour is paid 
for workers who are brought up 
from Mexico under contract to 
work on specific crops. 

These workers are housed in 
dormitories located at a central 
point operated under government 
regulations. It was stated that the 
majority of these men would re¬ 
turn home after their three-month 
contract period with $300 to $400 
in savings, which represented a 
buying power of $3,000 in Mexico. 

The success of operations in Sou¬ 
thern California led the group to 
two important conclusions. Firstly 
most problems in that area have 


been successfully met by experi¬ 
ments followed by constructive 
action. Secondly, when faced with 
market problems, growers work 
together as a non-eompulsory 
group to study the situation and 
arrive at an answer which satis¬ 
fies everyone. 

Throughout the tour guides and 
organizers were supplied by the 
Chambers of Commerce, County 
Farm Advisors and the utility 
companies of California. As a re¬ 
sult the Canadians were able to 
view and study a wide variety of 
crops. These included lettuce, cel¬ 
ery, radishes, green onions, to¬ 
matoes and cole crops. Many of 
these were produced by small 
specialty operators. On the other 
hand an interesting sidelight to 
vegetable growing was a look at 
one strawberry patch encompass¬ 
ing 900 acres. 

Calgary Power Ltd., who assist¬ 
ed in the organizing of this tour, 
believes that tangible results of 
the trip will not be felt for from 
two .to five years. Improvements 
will gradually be made in the 
growing and marketing of Alberta 
fresh vegetable crops. Many ob¬ 
vious changes can be made im¬ 
mediately and no doubt even this 
year some of the growers may ex¬ 
periment with practices observed 
in California. This exchange of in¬ 
formation makes for better under¬ 
standing which will lead to future 
contracts between hosts and 
visitors.
